This  work,  representing  the  genealogies  of  the  Wyman, 
Edwards,  Powers  and  Boutin  families,  was  undertaken  to 
comply  with  the  frequent  requests  of  our  children  to  know 
more  about  their  relatives.  We  have  found  it  a  fascinating 
and  rewarding  project.  The  men  and  women  of  the  early 
generations  belonged  largely  to  the  sturdy  pioneers  of  New 
England,  respected  in  their  communities,  patriotic,  public 
spirited  and  industrious.  They  lived  busy,  active  lives,  few 
attaining  great  wealth  or  fame,  but  worthy  of  the  admir¬ 
ation  and  respect  of  their  descendants.  We  started  with  the 
forefather  in  each  line  who  emigrated  from  England  to  this 
country,  tracing  his  descendants  as  fully  as  possible  to  the 
present  time.  The  records  given  here  have  been  carefully 
verified  and  checked  by  searching  town  and  church  files, 

family  notes,  old  Bibles,  Gazeteers,  Hayes  History  of  Rock¬ 
ingham,  letters,  deeds,  cemeteries  and  information  supplied 
by  members  of  the  various  families.  The  task  grew  to  pro¬ 
portions  not  anticipated  and  we  realize  that  imperfections, 
[\  errors  and  omissions  have  probably  crept  in.  For  them  we 
apologize  and  can  only  say  we  have  done  the  best  we  could 
Much  material  was  found  among  the  papers  of  Winfield  A. 
Wyman,  ‘Aunt’  Almira  Powers,  and  Ina  Wyman  Bogle,  who 
collected  and  typed  a  large  quantity  of  family  history  be¬ 
fore  her  death.  Aunt  Mary  Edwards  Richardson  provided 
much  information,  as  did  Nellie  M.  George,  Maud  Boutin 
Porter,  Blanche  Powers  Johnson,  Sylvia  Powers  Walker 
and  many  other  cousins  and  friends,  without  whose  help  the 
work  would  be  sadly  lacking.  We  thank  them  all  and  hope 
they  will  find  some  pleasure  and  profit  in  the  pages  which 
follow.

Key  to  Generations 

The  male  line  of  the  emigrant  ancestor  is  given  in 
brackets  immediately  following  the  name,  and  the  system 
of  numbers  gives  the  small  figure  at  the  upper  right  of  the 
emigrant’s  name441”,  and  the  later  generations  are 
numbered  from  him.  The  numeral  at  the  left  of  each  name 
denotes  the  order  of  the  child  in  his  family.  Thus:  1. 
Walter2  (Thomas1)  means  that  Walter  was  the  first  child 
of  the  second  generation,  and  son  of  Thomas,  of  the  first 
generation. 

The  order  of  each  child  in  his  family  is  indicated  by 
the  numerals  below,  beginning  with  the  3rd  generation.

The  first  Edwards  ancestors  mentioned  in  our  family 
notes  were  three  brothers,  who  came  from  England  in  the 
early  half  of  the  eighteenth  century,  Thomas1,  Joseph1, 
Rice1.  Joseph  returned  to  England  and  nothing  more  was 
heard  of  him.

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ANNA  OSGOOD  (POWERS)  1796-1873 


ANNA  BILLINGS  OSGOOD7,  wife  of  Abner  Dunham 
Powers  of  Athens,  Vt.  was  born  in  Barre,  Mass.  June  15, 
1796,  the  daughter  of  Asahel  Osgood  Jr.  and  Lois  Allen  Os¬ 
good  of  Barre,  Mass.  Her  parents  moved  to  Windham,  Vt. 
around  1798,  where  they  farmed.  Her  mother,  Lois  Allen 
was  born  May  18,  1771,  daughter  of  Nehemiah  and  Annah 
Allen.  The  children  of  Asahel  Jr.  and  Lois  were,  Anna,  Lois, 
Hannah,  Asahel  and  Joseph.  Her  sister  Lois  married 
Thomas  Persons  of  Westport,  N.  Y.  Hannah  married  John 
Mack. 


Anna’s  father,  Asahel  Jr.6  was  born  May  16,  1769,  in 
Barre,  Mass,  and  died  late  in  April  1805  in  Windham,  Vt. 
After  his  death  his  wife  Lois  married  James  Eager  of  Wind¬ 
ham.  Anna  belonged  to  the  seventh  generation  from  John 
Osgood,  the  first  forefather  to  land  in  this  country  from 
England.  Beginning  with  John,  Anna’s  descent  is  as  follows: 

JOHN  OSGOOD1  was  born  in  Wherwell,  Hampshire, 
England,  July  23,  1595.  He  married  Sarah  Booth  in  1627. 
They  came  over  in  the  ship  “Confidence”  April  14,  1638. 
They  settled  in  Andover,  Mass,  in  1639.  John  Osgood  was 
Andover’s  first  representative  to  the  General  Court.  He  died 
at  Andover,  Oct.  24,  1651.  His  wife  Sarah  died  Apr.  8,  1667. 
Their  ch.  were  Sarah,  John,  Mary,  and  Elizabeth,  all  born 
in  England;  Stephen  b.  in  Ipswich,  Mass.,  Christopher  and 
Hannah  b.  in  Andover,  Mass. 

STEPHEN  Osgood2  son  of  John  and  Sarah  Osgood  was 
born  in  Ipswich,  Mass.,  1638.  He  d.  Jan.  15,  1690  of  small¬ 
pox.  He  married  Mary  Hooker  Oct.  24,  1663.  Their  ch.  were 
Stephen  (d.),  Hooker,  Stephen,  Joseph,  Mary,  of  whom 
Hooker  was  Anna’s  ancestor. 

HOOKER  Osgood3  (Stephen2,  John1)  was  born  at  And¬ 
over,  Mass.  Aug.  24,  1668.  He  died  at  Lancaster,  Mass.  Jan. 

29,  1748.  He  married  Dorothy  Wood  Apr.  26,  1692.  Hooker 
was  a  corporal  in  1689  in  the  early  Indian  Wars.  Hooker 
and  Dorothy  had  9  children  of  whom  Joshua  was  Anna’s 
ancestor 
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JOSHUA  Osgood4  (Hooker3,  Stephen2,  John1)  was  born 
in  Andover,  Mass.  Sept.  2,  1694;  died  at  Barre,  Mass.  Jan. 
31,  1783.  He  married  Ruth  Divoll  Dec.  20,  1722.  They  lived 
for  a  short  time  in  Leominster,  Mass,  then  moved  to  Barre 
where  they  purchased  a  farm  in  “North-west  Quarter”  in 
1726.  He  is  said  to  have  been  a  substantial  citizen,  both  he 
and  his  wife  living  to  a  great  age,  “faithful  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties  to  God  and  man.”  Ruth  died  May  28,  1782. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  William  Divoll,  who  at  the  age  of 
four  was  the  onlv  survivor  of  the  family  of  Ensign  John 
Divoll  and  his  wife  Hannah  White  Divoll  from  the  Indian 
massacre  of  Feb.  10,  1675  at  Lancaster,  Mass.  Ensign  John 
and  their  son  Josiah  were  killed  by  the  Indians.  William’s 
mother  before  her  marriage  was  Hannah  White  sister  of 
Mary  White,  wife  of  Rev.  Mr.  Rowlandson  first  settled  min¬ 
ister  of  Lancaster.  Hannah  was  taken  captive,  also  her  son 
John  and  daughter  Hannah  all  of  whom  probably  died  in 
captivity.  Also  taken  captive  was  Mrs.  Mary  Rowandson 
and  others.  The  narrative  of  the  captivity  of  Mary  White 
Rowlandson  is  graphically  told  in  her  own  words  in  several 
editions  since  1682  as  well  as  in  the  Lancaster  edition  of 
1930,  Frederick  Lewis  Weis  editor,  printed  and  sold  by 
Houghton  Mifflin  Co.  Boston.

Sgt.  ASAHEL  Osgood5  Revolutionary  soldier,  (son  of 
Joshua4,  Hooker3,  Stephen2,  John1)  was  born  Mar.  23.  1735, 
d.  July  21,  1812.  Was  a  farmer  in  Barre,  Mass.  He  married 
Hannah  Wilder  of  Barre,  Jan.  15,  1767.  She  d.  May  2,  1839. 
He  enlisted  in  Lancaster,  Mass.  July  9,  1778,  Capt.  Peter 
Woodbury’s  Co.,  Col.  Jacob  Gerrish  regiment  of  guards  and 
was  discharged  Nov.  9,  1778,  service  4  mos.  and  1  day  at 
Cambridge,  Mass.  Roll  certified  at  Lancaster,  also  Capt. 
Woodbury’s  Co.,  Lieut.  Col.  Nathan  Tyler’s  detachment  of 
guards.  References:  “Soldiers  and  Sailors  of  the  Revolu¬ 
tion”,  and  Osgood  family,  N.  E.  Hist,  and  Genealogical  Reg¬ 
ister.  Asahel  Osgood5  and  Hannah  Wilder  Osgood,  his  wife, 
raised  a  large  family  of  whom  Asahel  Jr.6  was  father  of 
Anna  Osgood  Powers.

ISAAC  PEPPER  was  born  in  Ware,  Mass.  June  15, 
1756,  died  May  15,  1819.  Married  Mary  Chipman  in  1780. 
Their  children  are  as  follows:  Abigail  b.  1781;  Calvin  b. 
1782;  Isaac  b.  1784;  Martha  b.  Aug.  13,  1786;  Jacob  b. 
1788;  Josepha  b.  1791;  Bethiah  b.  1792;  Mary  b.  1794;  Mary 
b.  1796;  Betsey  b.  1798. 

The  record  of  his  service  in  the  Revolutionary  War  is 
found  in  the  Record  Index  to  the  Military  Archives  de¬ 
posited  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  State  of  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  Col.  18-214-Vol.  19-227,  Mass.  Soldiers  and  Sailors 
vol.  12,  page  130.  This  record  was  given  to  the  authors  by 
Lottie  Boutin  Duckworth,  member  of  Daughters  of  the  Am¬ 
erican  Revolution  —  number  80890,  a  great-great  grand 
daughter  of  Isaac  Pepper.  LOTTIE  BOUTIN  DUCKWORTH 
daughter  of  SAMUEL  BOUTIN,  son  of  Joachim  Boutin  b. 
Feb.  4,  1811,  d.  April  1879  and  his  wife  Martha  Pepper  War¬ 
ner  b.  Aug.  6,  1815  d.  May  1883.  m.  Aug.  6, 1834.  MARTHA 
PEPPER  WARNER,  dau.  of  Azriel  Warner  b.  Aug.  28, 
1766  d.  and  his  wife  Martha  Pepper  b.  Aug.  13,

Company  raised  in  Hardwick,  New  Braintree  and  Oakham. 
Mileage  (136  miles)  allowed  said  Pepper. 

Isaac  Pepper  appears  with  the  rank  of  private  on  Mus¬ 
ter  and  Pay  Roll  of  Capt.  Edmund  Hodge’s  Company  Col 
Josiah  Whitney’s  Regiment.  Enlisted  May  5,  1777.  Time  of 
service  2  mos.  7  days  including  travel  home.  Town  to  which 
soldier  belonged,  New  Braintree.  Service  in  Rhode  Island. 
(Ware  was  set  off  from  New  Braintree.) 
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The  above  record  of  service  of  Isaac  Pepper  in  the  Rev¬ 
olutionary  War,  may  be  used  by  any  of  his  direct  descend¬ 
ants,  as  proof  of  their  descent,  required  by  the  Daughters  of 
the  American  Revolution.

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POWERS 


The  family  name  of  Powers  (Power)  is  from  the  old 
Norman  name,  le  Poer,  and  dates  back  to  the  time  of  William 
the  Conqueror  who  came  to  England  from  Normandy 
France  in  1066.  The  name  appears  on  the  roll  of  survivors 
of  the  Battle  of  Hastings  in  Battle  Abby. 

An  incident  is  related  of  Richard  Poer,  high  sheriff  of 
Gloucestershire  England,  in  the  Heralds  College  1187,  that 
“he  was  killed  defending  the  Lords  Day”. 

When  King  Henry  II  invaded  Ireland  in  1171,  a  chief 
command  seems  to  have  “been  given  to  Sir  Roger  le  Poer, 
an  English  knight,  for  distinguished  services  rendered”. 
Large  tracts  of  land  were  bestowed  on  him  by  the  crown; 
and  the  British  Parliament  has  had  many  members  from 
his  descendants. 

From  notes  received  from  Blanche  Powers  Johnson 
May  10,  1937. 


“The  first  Powers  we  can  trace  back  to,  came  into  Eng¬ 
land  with  William  the  Conqueror  in  1066.  He  was  Sir  Roger 
le  Powers,  who  helped  to  subdue  Old  England.  All  the 
Powers  family  in  England,  Ireland  and  America  are  said  to 
be  descended  from  this  Sir  Roger  le  Powers  or  le  Poer. 
Three  of  his  descendants,  brothers,  are  understood  to  have 
come  to  America  in  1660.  One  of  these  put  the  letter  B  at 
the  beginning  of  his  name,  making  it  Bowers.  I  do  not  know 
his  Christian  name.  The  names  of  the  other  two  brothers 
were  Walter  and  Thomas.”

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WALTER  POWERS 


WALTER  POWERS  was  born  in  England  in  1639  and 
came  to  this  country  when  15  years  old,  landing  at  Salem, 
Mass.  He  married  on  March  11,  1661,  Trial,  daughter  of 
Deacon  Ralph  and  Thankslord  Sheppard  of  Malden,  Mass. 
She  was  born  at  Weymouth,  Mass.  Feb.  10,  1641.  In  Little¬ 
ton,  Mass.,  they  built  their  house  at  Quagany  Hill,  near 
Nagog  Pond,  and  adjoining  the  Indian  town  of  Nashobe.  In 
1694  he  bought  one  quarter  of  the  town  of  Nashobe  from 
the  Indians.  Walter  built  a  saw  mill  on  the  stream  which 
flowed  thro’  his  land.  He  died  Feb.  22,  1708  and  was  buried 

in  the  family  burying  ground  on  his  estate.  His  grave  stone 
has  been  recently  found  in  a  stone  wall  nearby.  The  chil¬ 
dren  of  Walter  and  Trial  Powers  were:

Deeds  from  Indians  covering  this  portion  are  on  record 
at  Cambridge,  Mass,  as  follows:  Under  date  of  May  9,  1694, 
from  Thomas  Waban,  of  Natick,  to  Walter  Powers,  of  Con¬ 
cord,  in  consideration  of  fifteen  pounds,  and  other  thing — 
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“A  certain  Tract  of  land  Upland,  Swamp,  Meadow  and 
Meadow  Land,  Containing  one  Quarter  part  of  an  Indian 
Plantation  known  by  ye  name  of  Nashoby  Within  their 
Majesties  Province  of  ye  Massachusetts  Bay.  The  easterly

CAPT.  JOSIAH3  (Walter2  Walter1)  b.  1710  Littleton, 
Mass.  Lived  in  Greenwich,  Mass,  around  1754.  Was  a  rich 
farmer,  m.  Martha  ch.  Millicent4  b.  Mar.  15, 1732 ; 

Elizabeth4  b.  1736;  Eliza4  b.  1743;  Josiah4  b.  Dec.  28,  1745; 
Ezekiel4  b.  1747;  Benjamin4  b.  1750;  Susanna4  b.  1752.  Capt. 
Josiah3  was  drowned  while  trying  to  cross  the  Ashuelot 
River,  N.  H. 

Josiah  Powers4  Revolutionary  Soldier. 

Josiah  Powers4  was  born  in  Greenwich,  Mass.  Dec.  28, 
1745,  son  of  Capt.  Josiah3  and  Martha  Powers,  and  died 
March  28,  1808.  He  married  Mary  Robbins  who  was  born  in 
1749  in  a  log  cabin  in  Leicester,  Mass.,  near  Worcester.  She 
was  the  daughter  of  Deacon  Robert  Robbins  of  Westmore¬ 
land,  N.  H.  At  the  time  of  the  War,  they  lived  in  Chester¬ 
field,  N.  H.  where  three  of  their  eight  children  were  born. 
Josiah  enlisted  from  Westmoreland,  N.  H.  in  June  1775, 
served  8  months  as  private  under  Capt.  Jacob  Hinds  in  Col. 
James  Reed’s  Regiment.  Enlisted  again  in  1776  or  1777 
and  served  3  or  4  months.  From  Bureau  of  Pensions  Apr. 
9,  1912.  Fought  in  the  Battles  of  Bunker  Hill,  Bennington 
and  Ticonderoga.  He  escaped  many  dangers  in  the  war.  On 
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a  certain  occasion  when  the  Federal  soldiers,  to  which  Jo- 
siah  belonged,  were  obliged  to  retreat  before  the  pressing 
men,  they  were  followed  up  pretty  close  and  fired  upon  and 
peremptorily  ordered  to  halt.  They  would  fire  and  after 
every  volley  Josiah  would  fall,  then  rise  again  and  run. 
Every  time  he  fell  he  would  pretend  to  be  suffering  intense 
agony,  and  then  the  British  would  cry  out,  “Damn  him,  we 
have  got  him  this  time”. 

It  is  said  in  one  battle  that  Josiah  saw  one  of  the  enemy 
taking  aim  at  Washington  from  behind  a  tree  and  that  he 
drew  up  soon  enough  to  dispatch  the  Britton  and  save 
Washington’s  life  and  that  the  General  rode  over  the  dead 
man’s  body  as  he  passed  along.  The  clothes  of  Josiah  were 
riddled  with  bullets,  his  hat  pierced  in  many  places.  He 
helped  throw  up  the  entrenchment  at  Bunker  Hill,  was  in 
the  battle  there  and  in  the  battle  at  Bennington  and  was 
with  Ethan  Allen  at  the  taking  of  Ticonderoga.  This  fur¬ 
nished  the  army  with  cannon  as  there  was  no  means  of 
easting  cannon  in  this  country.  He  was  also  in  some  other 
skirmishes.  He  lost,  in  part,  the  use  of  his  lower  limbs  in 
the  war.  He  sold  out  his  store  and  farm  in  Westmoreland, 
put  the  cash  in  the  war  fund,  got  his  pay  (if  anything)  in 
Continental  money  for  funds  invested  and  service.  Was  a 
partial  cripple  through  life.  Went  to  carry  dispatches  to 
some  other  part  of  the  army  in  winter,  and  froze  his  feet 
and  legs  in  the  woods  in  a  three  day  snowstorm.  Never  was 
worse  for  liquor  in  his  life.  Was  widely  known  as  a  good 
Christian  and  a  diligent  reader  of  the  Bible.  It  is  said  he 
could  quote  from  any  part  of  the  Bible.  During  the  war  his 
wife,  Mary  Robbins,  partially  supported  her  three  young 
children  and  herself  by  spinning  and  weaving.  She  said  she 

used  to  spin  and  cry,  spin  and  cry.  Her  grandson,  Nathaniel 
Whitcomb  Powers6  of  Townshend,  Vt.,  son  of  Nathaniel 
Powers5,  writes  of  her  as  follows,  in  “Sketches  of  the  Early 
History  of  the  Powers  Family”  written  at  his  home  in 
Townshend,  Vt.  Feb.  27,  1872.  “She  was  full  5  feet  5  inches 
tall,  good  looking,  conversed  easily,  was  a  good  dancer  when 
young,  could  sing  a  fair  tune,  a  glib  reader  and  a  truthful 
person,  active  and  spry.”  She  died  Feb.  20,  1842  aged  93 
years. 
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“Josiah  Powers4  Petition  to  New  Hampshire.  Feb.  8,  1786 

“To  the  Plon.  The  Senate  and  house  of  Representatives 
within  and  for  the  State  of  New  Hampshire:  comes  Josiah 
Powers  of  Westmoreland  and  Prayeth  that  Whereas  your 
petitioner  in  the  State  was,  Several  Times  Inlisted  into  the 
service  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  always  per¬ 
formed  duty  agreeable  to  the  best  of  his  abilities;  and  that 
dureing  the  term  of  petitioner’s  last  inlistment  in  the  Sd 
Service  which  was  for  three  years  your  petitioner  through 
great  hard  ship  in  Battle  etc. — and  particularly  in  the  Re¬ 
treat  from  Ticonderoga  and  battles  at  Stillwater — your  pe¬ 
titioner  was  taken  Sick  and  Continued  some  time  in  the 
Hospital  and  it  not  being  thought  likely  that  your  petitioner 
would  soon  if  Ever  be  fit  for  Service,  obtained  a  permit  to 
return  home — at  which  time  your  petitioner  was  verry  sick 
tho  Considerably  Recovered  from  a  fever — and  that  in  Con- 
siquence  of  the  same  had  Sores  upon  both  his  leggs,  which 
have  continued  to  this  time  which  has  rendered  your  pe¬ 
titioner  all  most  intirely  unable  to  earn  bread  for  himself 
and  much  less  for  his  family,  who  are  under  distressing 
Circumstances  —  all  which  your  petitioner  humbly  Submit- 
eth  to  you  Honorable  body  and  prayeth  that  he  might  have 
such  Relief  granted  to  him  as  in  Consistant  with  the  Rules 
and  principals  of  Justice.”

JOSIAH4  (Capt.  Josiah3,  Walter2,  Walter1)  was  a  sol¬ 
dier  of  the  Revolution.  Came  to  Athens,  Vt.  from  Chester¬ 
field,  N.  H.  with  his  family  in  1791.  b.

Dec.  28,  1745.  d.  Mar.  28,  1808  at  Athens  age  63.  m.  Mary 
Robbins  b.  1749  in  Leicester,  Mass.  dau.  of  Deacon  Robert 
Robbins  later  of  Westmoreland,  N.  H.  She  died  Feb.  20, 
1842,  age  93.  They  are  buried  in  the  Athens  Valley  Ceme¬ 
tery.

Israel’s  son,  Silas  Chapman  married  Sarah  Dunham  about 
1789,  but  died  a  few  years  later.  In  1795  his  widow,  Sarah 
Dunham  Chapman  married  Silas  Powers5,  son  of  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  soldier  Josiah  Powers4.  The  present  dwelling  house 
known  as  The  Homestead  was  built  by  Abner  in  1849  with 
the  help  of  his  son  Silas.  The  original  house  stood  south  of 
the  new  one  and  is  now  used  as  woodshed  and  car  port.  Ab¬ 
ner  was  a  prosperous  farmer  and  millowner.  He  loved  to 
hunt  and  fish.  Was  Pension  Agent  for  soldiers  and  widows 
of  the  Revolution  and  War  of  1812.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
the  Homestead  Farm  included,  besides  the  home  farm,  the 
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Chase  lot,  Glazier’s  Knolls  south  of  the  cemetery,  part  of 
his  farm  and  the  cold  spring;  Forrest  Knight’s  place,  now 
G.  G.  Pugh’s;  the  Sam  Smith  place,  now  Lee  Clark’s;  the 
Eugene  Robbins  place,  now  Bollman’s;  the  old  mill  spot  of 
11  acres  and  pond  opposite  the  south  schoolhouse;  also  the 
farm  now  owned  by  Earle  Sprague.  The  house  now  occupied 
by  Earle  Sprague  stood  on  his  meadow  just  north  of  the 
gully,  on  the  cemetery  road.  It  was  there  as  long  ago  as 
1859,  in  which  year  Ella  Edwards  Ranney  was  born  in  that 
house  before  it  was  moved  to  its  present  location. 

Abner  was  always  active  in  church  work,  a  regular  at¬ 
tendant  with  his  wife  and  children,  at  the  Old  Brick  Meeting 
House  on  the  hill.  In  1858  the  trustees  of  the  church,  of 
whom  Abner  was  one,  decided  to  build  a  new  church  on  the 
lower  road.  Abner  was  instrumental  in  laying  the  plans  for 
it  but  died  in  June  1859,  a  few  months  before  it  was  com¬ 
pleted.  After  his  death,  the  farm  was  occupied  by  Rev.  O. 
R.  Edwards  whose  wife  Anna  Maria  was  Abner’s  daughter. 
They  lived  here  until  the  death  of  grandfather  Edwards  in 
Aug.  1893.  During  his  life  on  the  farm  he  moved  what  used 
to  be  a  horse  barn,  from  the  present  Pugh  place,  to  its  pres¬ 
ent  position  opposite  the  dwelling-house.  Ned  converted  it 
to  a  hen  house  in  1929.  Our  large  cow  barn  used  to  stand 
above  and  to  the  North  of  Ned’s  'hen  pens  5  and  6’  behind 
the  house.  It  was  torn  down  and  used  to  build  our  present 
hay  barn.  There  was  a  house  on  the  cellar  flat,  also  one  on  the 
Chase  lot,  very  long  ago.  All  lumber  used  to  build  the  Home¬ 
stead,  was  sawed  in  Abner’s  mill  with  the  old  up  and  down 
saw,  "up  one  day  and  down  the  next”.  Aunt  Mary  Edwards 
Richardson,  now  95,  remembers  riding  on  it.  She  also  re¬ 
members  the  mill  yard  full  of  logs  and  water  running  over 
the  dam.  This  mill  was  used  as  late  as  1880.  Children  of  Ab¬ 
ner0  and  Anna  Osgood  Powers.

In  1830  the  Episcopal  Church  of  England  claimed 
his  farm  was  glebe  land,  that  it  was  in  Westminster  and  be¬ 
longed  to  the  church.  For  13  years  Nathaniel  fought  in  the 
courts  to  prove  his  title  clear  and  that  his  farm  was  in  Ath¬ 
ens.

Fourth  of  July  Oration  by  UZZIAH  WYMAN5. 

I  am  the  son  of  a  revolutionary  patriot,  and  shall  I  be 
so  reckless  and  ungrateful  as  to  give  up  that  liberty  our 
fathers  bought  with  their  blood?  No,  never,  never,  so  long 
as  one  drop  of  their  patriotic  blood  courses  in  my  veins! 

Liberty!  Liberty!  is  our  motto.  What  a  precious  boon 
is  liberty!  All  animal  and  human  nature  has  an  instinctive 
love  of  liberty. 

I  assure  you  I  feel  very  diffident,  but  my  subject  inter¬ 
ests  all  the  nations.  Now  we  have  abandoned  all  the  horrible 
barbarities  of  former  nations,  excepting  one,  and  that  is  a 
gigantic  one  in  which  all  nations  have  sinned,  that  is,  shed¬ 
ding  human  blood  to  settle  controversies  of  nations.  Now 
we  will  go  back  to  the  very  remotest  age  and  we  shall  find 
a  striking  precedent  between  two  of  the  first  men  born  of 
woman.  Cain  was  the  first  man  that  raised  the  hand  for  the 
shedding  of  human  blood.  This  great  and  extensive  evil  has 
been  traditional  down  to  the  space  of  nearly  six  thousand 
years.  How  wonderf ul !  Alas,  and  alas!  when  will  the  nations 
learn  wisdom.  When  we  have  great  victories,  there  is  shout¬ 
ing  and  rejoicing  throughout  the  whole  land,  bells  ringing, 
drums  beating,  colors  flying,  reports  of  cannon  heard  from 
every  direction.  Let  us  stop  and  consider  what  were  the 
effects  of  this  glorious  victory.  It  has  made  hundreds  of 
wives  widows,  thousands  of  children  fatherless.  Dear  loving 
wives  could  you  but  see  your  husbands  in  extremity  on  the 
cold  ground  gasping  for  breath,  I  am  sure  you  would  leave 
your  joy  and  mirth.  Dear,  loving  parents,  who  can  tell  the 
sorrows  that  your  heart  would  feel  to  hear  the  cries  and  bit¬ 
ter  groans  of  wounded  and  dying  sons,  large  numbers  made 
cripples  for  life.  May  God  speed  the  day  when  virtue  shall 
triumph  over  vice  and  all  the  nations  shall  unite  in  putting 
down  one  of  the  greatest  evils  that  ever  afflicted  this  earth. 
Then  the  lion  will  lay  down  with  the  lamb,  and  the  little 
child  will  play  on  the  hole  of  the  asp;  then  we  have  divine 
assurance  that  nation  shall  not  rise  against  nation  and  learn 
war  any  more;  then  there  will  be  peace  throughout  the 
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whole  earth;  then  we  shall  be  prepared  for  the  acceptance 
of  the  second  advent. 

There  is  one  important  branch  of  knowledge  we  have 
generally  neglected,  and  that  is  knowledge  of  ourselves.  It 
requires  but  very  little  discernment  to  discover  faults  in 
others,  but  a  great  deal  of  humility  to  acknowledge  our  own. 
We  shudder  at  the  thoughts  of  the  horrible  inhumanity  of 
the  heathen,  but  let  us  stop  a  few  moments  and  examine 
ourselves.  There  is  no  question  but  what  there  have  been  as 
many  as  one  hundred  thousand  men,  right  in  the  prime  of 
life,  who  have  been  slaughtered  on  the  field  of  battle.  They 
say  if  we  lay  down  our  arms  we  may  be  invaded.  I  will  allow 
that.  But  another  alternative:  This  country  is  by  far  the 
most  enlightened  country  in  the  world;  we  stand  ahead  of 
all  other  countries ;  in  arts  and  sciences,  we  are  vastly  in  ad¬ 
vance  of  them  all.  Why  may  we  not  have  a  great  influence 
over  other  nations.  Then  let  us  use  our  influence.  Let  us  set 
the  example  and  I  have  no  doubt  but  what  all  nations  would 
follow  in  the  train. 

The  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  bulwark  of 
the  nation,  may  it  stand  adamantine-like  in  defiance  of  all 
efforts  of  anarchy  and  disunion,  and  may  the  Union  con¬ 
tinue  till  yon  orb  of  day  shall  cease  to  roll.

He  wrote,  “I  want  you  to  know  that  I  and 
all  the  other  members  of  the  organization  have  certainly  en¬ 
joyed  doing  business  with  you.  You  have  always  cooperated 
100%  and  done  everything  in  your  power  to  help  us  produce 
a  quality  chicken.  We  firmly  believe  you  were  one  of  the 
best  egg  producers  we  had.”  There  was  not  an  unpleasant 
incident  in  32  years  of  business  dealings. 

He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  B.  F.  Coop.  Creamery 
and  has  been  a  member  of  the  Vermont  Farm  Bureau  since 
a  group  was  first  started  in  Athens  in  1914.  In  1919  he  repre¬ 
sented  Athens  in  the  state  legislature  at  Montpelier.

Athens,  Vt.,  Dec.  13,  1885 

Dear  Sister  and  Brother, 

Your  letter  mailed  Dec.  1  reached  us  the  10th  and  glad 
we  were  to  get  it  although  “Rye”  was  not  at  home  nor  is 
she  yet,  but  she  will  be  as  glad  as  the  rest  of  us,  for  I  am 
going  down  to  Winn’s  tomorrow  and  shall  carry  it  with  me. 
Sarah  has  a  great  nice  boy  and  they  call  him  Ned.  He  was 
born  five  weeks  today.  “Rye”  has  been  with  her  for  a  week, 
Ella  was  with  her  four  weeks.  She  is  getting  along  nicely  so 
they  think  Mother  can  come  home.  So  you  see  Rye  and  I  are 
getting  to  be  pretty  old  folks ;  only  think  four  grandchildren 
and  all  seem  well  and  hearty.  How  I  do  wish  you  could  see 
them,  and  how  I  would  like  to  see  your  little  Nellie ;  well  we 
will  wait  in  hope. 

The  girls  and  their  little  families  are  all  well  and  seem 
to  be  very  happy  in  their  homes,  and  how  glad,  yea  thankful 
I  am,  that  those  homes  are  all  Christian  homes.  I  think  they 
all  have  family  worship.  In  this  I  think  my  prayers  have 
been  in  part  at  least  answered,  for  if  there  was  any  one 
thing  above  another,  I  have  desired  for  my  children  it  was 
this,  that  they  might  have  good  Christian  husbands.  How 
much  smoother  life  must  glide  along  where  husband  and 
wife  are  both  of  one  mind  in  serving  the  Lord  and  then  how 
much  surer  the  success  and  sweeter  the  communion,  “For  if 
the  Lord  be  for  us,  more  are  they  that  are  for  us  than  they 
who  are  against  us”. 

I  am  glad  you  wrote  about  your  finances  and  we  shall 
rejoice  in  your  prosperity  for  I  think  you  have  been  pros¬ 
pered  and  I  think  you  and  J.  were  real  brave  to  venture  in 
your  ranch,  but  you  are  coming  out  all  right.  I  know  you 
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both  must  have  to  work  very  hard  and  I  hope  you  will  not 
overwork  for  health  is  better  than  wealth.  Joseph  must  be 
very  resolute  to  manage  so  successfully.  You  did  not  say 
you  were  well  only  that  you  were  fat.  You  must  look  queer 
being  so  short  but  if  you  are  well  no  matter  for  the  looks ! 
Well,  it  would  be  very  pleasant  if  we  were  so  near  as  to  visit 
you  often  and  exchange  thoughts  it  seems  as  though  we 
might  help  one  another  in  that  way,  but  it  seems  to  be  God’s 
plan  that  some  families  shall  live  -  widely  separated  from 
each  other.  But  as  you  suggest,  God  is  everywhere,  an  ever 
present  friend,  and  how  precious  are  the  counsels  of  His 
word  and  so  whenever  our  hearts  are  burdened  and  sad, 
with  few  of  one’s  trusted  and  tried  friends  near  us  to  whom 
we  may  tell  our  sorrows,  we  may  retire  to  our  closet  and  tell 
Jesus  all  about  it  and  seek  direction  in  His  word.

Note:  Written  and  read  by  Aunt  Mary  at  the  annual  Re¬ 
union  Day  of  the  descendants  and  other  relatives  of 
Rev.  and  Mrs.  Othniel  R.  Edwards,  held  at  the  Home¬ 
stead,  Athens,  Vermont  on  Labor  Day,  1924.  Copied 
from  the  original  manuscript  of  Aunt  Mary,  and 
typed  on  Nov.  25,  1954  by  Ina  Wyman  Bogle. 
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Aunt  Mary  (dau.  of  Othniel  and  Maria  Edwards)  re¬ 
calls  an  incident  of  her  early  childhood,  when,  at  the  age  of 
four,  she  climbed  a  ladder  left  by  workmen  against  the 
house  for  repairs.  She  was  sitting  unconcernedly  on  the 
ridgepole  when  the  family  discovered  her.  Her  father,  Oth¬ 
niel,  watched  her  in  terror  for  a  moment,  then  quietly  called 
out,  “Well,  Mary,  it’s  time  to  come  down  now.”  Little  Mary 
slid  down  the  ladder  and  was  soon  on  the  ground  none  the 
worse. 

Aunt  Mary  also  remembers  riding  on  the  old  ‘up  and 
down’  saw  in  the  mill  owned  by  her  father,  opposite  the 
South  Brick  School-house.  Earlier  the  mill  was  owned  and 
operated  by  her  grandfather,  Abner  Powers.  All  the  lumber 
used  in  the  house  built  in  1849  by  Abner  Powers,  known  as 
The  Homestead,  was  sawed  in  this  mill.  The  mill  was  in  use 
as  late  as  1880. 

Thanksgiving  Day  at  The  Homestead.  Nov.  30  1899. 

The  largest  gathering  in  town  on  Thanksgiving  day  was 
the  annual  one  of  the  family  of  Mrs.  O.  R.  Edwards  at  the 
old  home.  In  addition  to  the  usual  festivities  was  the  mar¬ 
riage  of  her  youngest  daughter,  Edith  to  J.  F.  Cobb  of  Graf¬ 
ton.  As  the  clock  struck  twelve,  the  bride  and  groom,  ac¬ 
companied  by  bridesmaids  and  best  man,  entered  the  room 
where  were  assembled  the  family  and  friends.  The  little 
party  stopped  under  an  arch  of  evergreen  and  flowers, 
where  the  ceremony  was  performed  by  Rev.  F.  D.  Goodrich 
of  Cambridgeport,  assisted  by  Rev.  W.  E.  Lang  of  this  place. 
After  the  ceremony  cake  was  served.  The  bridal  gifts  were 
numerous  and  useful.  At  two  o’clock  the  merry  party,  num¬ 
bering  about  40,  enjoyed  together  a  bounteous  Thanksgiv¬ 
ing  feast.  The  evening  was  spent  in  a  social  way  with  music, 
recitations  and  remarks  by  the  pastor.

The  older  ones  were  as  boys  and  girls 
ready  for  a  good  time.  Although  Mrs.  Edwards  could  not 
run  or  walk  with  the  rest,  she  joined  heartily  in  the  pleas¬ 
ures  of  the  day  and  her  cheer  and  smile  were  a  benediction 
co  all.  At  the  noon  hour  the  heavily-laden  tables,  together 
with  the  huge  bunch  of  bananas  suspended  from  the  ceiling, 
furnished  a  bountiful  repast  for  all.  The  sun  sank  over  the 
hill,  reminding  all  that  the  day  was  drawing  to  a  close.  After 
singing  God  Be  With  You  Till  We  Meet  Again,  each  received 
a  pretty  souvenir  prepared  and  presented  by  Miss  Annie 
Ranney,  as  a  pleasant  reminder  of  the  da,y.  The  merry  com¬ 
pany  started  for  home,  wishing  for  many  returns  of  the 
pleasant  occasion  with  grandmother  at  The  Maples. 

Reunions  at  the  Old  Homestead,  Athens,  Vt. 

There  were  four  reunions  of  the  descendants  and  other 
relatives  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Othniel  R.  Edwards  held  at  the 
old  home  in  Athens.  One  of  their  grandsons,  Ned  W.  Wyman, 
owner  of  the  farm  at  the  time,  and  his  family  were  hosts. 
About  90  people  were  present  at  each  reunion,  taking  place 
on  Labor  Day  of  1923,  1924,  1925  and  1926.  Great  pleasure 
resulted  from  renewing  old  ties  and  forming  new  friends 
among  the  younger  relatives.  Lunch  was  served  outside,  a 
short  programme  of  tribute  to  the  memory  of  the  well-loved 
grandparents  and  other  absent  dear  ones;  followed  by 
games  and  ball  games  by  the  youngsters.

REMINISCENCES  of  her  early  life  on  the  Homestead 
Farm,  by  Ina  Wyman  Bogle. 


May  Lot  over  East. 


From  here  you  can  see  three  different  towns,  Grafton, 
Westminster  and  Rockingham..  Uncle  Joseph  Ball,  Aunt  Al¬ 
mira,  Ned  and  myself  camped  out  on  the  top  one  night.  Took 
an  old  kettle,  built  a  campfire  and  boiled  some  eggs.  Bu  It  an 
overnight  shelter  of  poles  with  branches  laid  across  them. 
Talk  about  mosquitoes!  I  thought  I  would  be  eaten  alive. 


Don’t  Jump  Around  on  a  Flat  Boat. 


One  day  my  father  and  I  went  fishing  for  hornpout  up 
at  the  West  Pond.  We  had  an  old  flat  boat  to  use  on  the 
pond.  I  never  caught  a  hornpout  before  in  my  life.  Soon  I 
had  a  bite  and  pulled  up  a  beauty.  He  landed  on  the  boat  or 
raft  as  it  really  was.  But  the  hornpout  came  off  the  hook  and 
began  to  squirm  around  on  the  raft.  I  was  determined  to 
have  the  hornpout,  and  began  to  jump  around  after  him.  I 
got  him.  But  how  it  happened  that  I  didn’t  tip  the  raft  over 
and  throw  us  both  into  the  water  is  still  a  mystery. 
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The  Broken  Jug. 

One  day  a  company  of  us  started  for  the  Lily  Pond.  As 
near  as  I  can  remember  there  were  Mother,  Father,  Ned, 
Aunt  Almira,  Uncle  Joe  Ball,  Aunt  Emma  and  some  others. 
At  that  time  there  was  a  road  up  by  Sherman  Oakes’ 
through  his  pasture.  We  had  a  horse  and  buggy  to  carry  the 
lunch  and  a  jug  of  coffee.  At  one  place  in  the  road  there  was 
a  large  flat  rock  and  nothing  to  do  but  scramble  over  it.  We 
all  did  fine  except  the  coffee  jug,  which  rolled  out  and  broke 
into  a  thousand  pieces!  But  on  we  went  and  found  a  nice 
spring  of  water  near  the  Lily  Pond.  Also  we  took  home  some 
lovely  white  pond  lilies. 

I  remember  driving  oxen  for  my  father,  also  driving  the 
horse-rake  in  haying. 

How  to  Stop  a  Fire. 

I  was  boiling  sap  in  the  sugar  house  one  winter  while 
my  father  and  Lute  Oakes  did  the  gathering.  Aunt  Almira 
used  to  stay  with  me  some.  One  day  I  had  been  pushing  the 
fire  as  we  had  a  lot  of  sap  on  hand  and  I  didn’t  want  it  to 
sour.  The  men  boiled  all  night  at  that.  Pretty  soon  we  heard 
a  terrible  roaring.  I  ran  outdoors.  The  flames  were  leaping 
high  in  the  air  and  had  caught  on  the  dry  wooden  shingles 
and  were  blazing  away  in  good  shape.  What  could  we  do! 
Auntie  ran  up  into  the  sugar  lot  yelling  for  my  father.  In  the 
meantime,  I  knew  the  sugar  house  would  be  in  ashes  before 
he  could  possibly  get  there.  So  I  yanked  the  hose  that  was 
running  the  sap  from  the  top  of  the  hill  to  the  sugar  house, 
and  climbed  up  on  the  roof  as  far  as  I  could  and  drowned 
the  blaze  with  that  sap.  It  was  all  out  by  the  time  my  father 
got  there.  Did  you  ever  notice  that  the  sugar  house  roof 
looked  sweet? 

When  Kenneth  was  a  very  small  boy  in  So.  London¬ 
derry,  he  climbed  up  on  the  pig  fence  and  instead  of  staying 
there  he  fell  into  the  “slosh”  head  first!  And  it  was  slosh, 
too.  I  had  just  bathed  him  and  put  on  clean  clothes !  The  pig 
weighed  about  200.  The  surprised  pig  just  sat  back  on  its 
haunches  and  said  Ugh!  Ugh!  And  Kenneth  stood  there 
with  his  little  hands  in  the  air,  black  from  head  to  foot.  You 
can  imagine  I  wasn’t  long  in  getting  to  him.  Dale  was  down 
to  Brattleboro  on  the  railroad. 
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AUNT  EDITH  (Edwards  Cobb)  has  told  of  itinerant 
peddlers,  cobblers  and  tramps,  as  well  as  visiting  mission¬ 
aries  and  clergymen,  receiving  a  hospitable  welcome  and 
night’s  lodging  at  the  Homestead.  No  one  was  turned  away 
by  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Edwards.  A  room  with  a  clean  bed  and 
good  but  plain  furnishings  was  always  kept  ready.  They  al¬ 
so  provided  a  haven  for  aged  relatives,  whom  they  cared  for 
during  their  last  years.  “Seeing  old  folks  through”  was  a 
prevailing  custom  in  those  times  and  with  most  as  with  pas¬ 
tor  Edwards  and  his  good  wife,  it  was  done  with  kindness 
and  consideration.  It  has  been  said  that  from  earliest  times, 
the  Homestead  has  sheltered  one  or  more  elderly  persons. 
‘Aunt’  Julia  Ball,  ‘Uncle’  Russell  Wyman,  ‘Cousin’  Susan 
Hewett,  Aunt  Almira  Powers,  ‘Uncle’  Silas  Powers,  and 
‘Aunt’  Lora  Weis,  were  some  in  recent  years.  Besides  the 
aged,  many  children,  deprived  temporarily  of  a  home  due  to 
death  of  a  parent  or  other  circumstance,  found  a  home  there 
and  loving  care,  until  new  arrangements  for  them  could  be 
made. 

COUSIN  ANNE  Ball  Coolidge  remembers  the  summer 
Aunt  Emma  Ball,  Anne’s  brother  Leon  and  herself  lived  in 
the  north  apartment  in  the  late  1870’s,  at  the  Homestead. 
What  good  times  she  had  with  Aunt  Edith  Cobb,  Uncle  Silas 
Edwards,  her  little  brother  Leon,  and  the  children  of  her 
uncle  Celon  Ball  who  lived  next  house  south,  in  the  place 
now  occupied  by  Lee  Clark.  She  remembers  the  Porter 
apple  trees  on  the  Homestead  place,  attending  a  term  of 
school  under  Ned’s  mother,  then  Sarah  Edwards,  at  the 
south  school.  Later  she  went  awhile  to  the  north  school, 
with  Mrs.  Judge  Andrew  Wyman,  teacher.  She  spoke  her 
first  ‘piece’  in  the  white  Church  from  the  pulpit  platform, 
her  father,  Joseph  Ball  beside  her. 

COUSIN  ANNIE  Ranney  Pelkey  recalls  many  wonder¬ 
ful  Thanksgiving  gatherings  at  the  Homestead,  when  uncles, 
aunts  and  cousins  arrived  from  far  and  near  to  spend  the 
day  with  grandmother  and  grandfather  Edwards.  Often  the 
old,  big  fireplace  was  opened  and  food  baked  in  the  huge 
brick  oven,  pumpkin  pies,  mince  pies  and  puddings.  Once  a 
whole  pig  was  roasted,  another  time  a  goose.  After  grand¬ 
father  Edwards’  death  in  1893,  the  family  still  assembled  in 
large  numbers.  Annie  remembers  birthday  parties  as  well, 
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celebrating  the  various  grandchildren’s  birthdays.  There 
were  games,  recitations,  dialogs,  hymns  around  the  organ. 
Outside,  the  children  played  hide  and  seek  all  thro’  the 
barns;  climbed  the  attic  stairs  and  dressed  up  in  old  hoop 
skirts,  yards  around,  funny  sun  bonnets,  stove  pipe  hats  and 
queer  long-tailed  coats.  Then  they  would  go  downstairs  to 
parade  before  the  old  folks. 

Outside  there  were  dearly  loved  places  to  visit.  The 
peppermint  in  the  brook  under  the  bridge,  the  old  gate  into 
the  pasture  where  the  brook  ran  past  plum  trees  growing 
on  its  banks.  Further  on  up  the  brook  was  the  “bath  tub”  in 
a  secluded  spot  where  on  hot  summer  days  a  cool  bath 
could  be  enjoyed.  Next  came  checkerberry  knoll;  north  and 
beyond  it  at  the  right,  the  old  cellar  hole,  an  apple  tree 
growing  in  the  ruins;  north  of  that  the  sugar  house,  sur¬ 
rounded  by  tall  maple  trees.  Roads  winding  in  and  out 
among  the  trees  and  Uncle  Win  (Winfield  Wyman)  with  a 
big  sap  tub  on  a  sled  drawn  by  oxen.  Men  gathering  sap, 
children  riding  along  and  tasting  it.  Later  they  would  all  en¬ 
joy  sugar  on  snow.  “Sundays”  she  writes,  “we  all  put  on  our 
best  clothes,  got  into  the  big  two-seated  wagon  and  went  to 
meeting.” 

REMINISCENCES  by  Ned  W.  Wyman. 

I  used  to  play  a  game  called  “Cats  Cradle”  with  string 
and  would  often  go  into  the  south  part  of  the  house  to  see 
my  grandmother  Edwards  with  a  bunch  of  very  much 
tangled  string.  She  would  help  me  untangle  it  and  then 
would  recite  to  me : 

“If  your  string  is  in  a  knot 
Patience  will  untie  it, 

Patience  will  do  many  things 
Did  you  ever  try  it?” 

My  parents  burned  wood  entirely  so  we  had  to  get  a  big 
wood  pile  to  supply  our  part  of  the  house,  the  north  part, 
and  also  wood  for  Grandmother  to  burn  in  the  south  part. 
So  father  built  a  water  wheel  and  mill  on  the  south  brook  in 
the  pasture  where  we  sawed  our  wood  using  a  lag  saw  out¬ 
fit  with  water  power.  My  grandfather,  Russell  Wyman, 
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father  and  I  were  the  operators.  It  was  my  job  to  start  and 
stop  the  lag  saw.  This  was  done  by  turning  the  water  away 
from  the  water  wheel  and  applying  a  level  brake  to  a  large 
pulley.  Grandfather  operated  the  saw  and  after  the  block  of 
wood  was  cut  from  the  log  father  would  push  the  log  which 
was  on  a  carriage,  into  position  for  the  next  cut  to  be  made. 

Sugaring  was  a  busy  time,  tapping  the  trees,  hanging 
buckets,  gathering  sap  and  boiling  into  syrup  and  later  into 
sugar  on  the  kitchen  stove.  We  gathered  with  oxen  and  the 
snow  was  often  so  deep  we  could  hardly  go  through  it. 
‘Lute’  Oakes  would  come  over  every  spring  to  boil  sap. 

My  parents  were  very  regular  at  church,  twice  on  Sun¬ 
days,  and  of  course  my  sister  and  I  went  with  them.  They 
used  a  horse  and  wagon  or  sleigh  as  automobiles  at  that  time 
did  not  exist  around  here.  My  father  had  a  good  tenor  voice 
and  was  much  in  demand  for  church  services,  funerals,  and 
other  occasions.  Sunday  evenings  the  service  was  Christian 
Endeavor  and  I  enjoyed  it  very  much.  I  would  sing  very 
lustily  trying  to  lend  volume.  This  troubled  father  and  one 
evening  he  leaned  over  as  I  was  singing,  to  whisper  “It  will 
be  better  if  you  don’t  sing  quite  so  loud.” 

My  parents  always  had  Bible  reading  and  prayer  after 
breakfast  before  beginning  the  day’s  work.  We  would  all 
kneel  for  the  prayer  in  front  of  our  chair  where  we  were 
sitting. 

Father  always  said  grace  at  meals.  One  time  when  I 
was  a  small  boy,  Uncle  George  Beals  was  visiting  us  and 
stayed  for  a  meal.  While  father  was  saying  grace  I  reached 
over  with  my  fork  and  had  a  nice  piece  of  meat  nearly  to  my 
plate.  When  father  looked  up  Uncle  George  said,  “Win,  you 
will  have  to  learn  to  watch  as  well  as  pray”.  This  anecdote 
was  told  me  many  years  later. 

Soon  after  Lora  and  I  were  married  it  was  voted  by  the 
church  to  buy  a  new  reed  organ  for  the  auditorium.  Lora 
and  I  were  appointed  a  committee  to  investigate  and  pur¬ 
chase  the  organ. 

On  a  very  cold  Feb.  morning  in  1915  with  our  horse  and 
sleigh  we  started  early  for  Brattleboro  to  observe  organs  at 
the  Estey  Organ  Co.  We  spent  most  of  the  day  in  Brattle¬ 
boro  getting  home  late  with  chores  to  do,  tired  and  cold,  but 
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the  organ  was  ordered  and  has  proved  very  satisfactory  in 
every  respect. 

A  City  Girl  on  the  Farm 


Early  in  November  of  1914,  when  Ned  and  I  returned 
home  from  our  wedding  trip,  we  found  the  old  Homestead 
filled  with  people  to  welcome  us.  Father  Wyman,  Ina,  Uncle 
Silas  Powers  and  neighbors,  friends  and  relatives.  They  gave 
us  a  wonderful  home  coming,  speeches,  music,  games,  re¬ 
freshments  and  many  gifts.  The  next  spring  in  March  a 
wedding  took  place  in  our  sitting  room.  Father  Wyman 
(Winfield  A.)  and  Mrs.  Lucy  Edwards  Barnes  were  married. 
They  took  up  housekeeping  in  the  next  house,  now 
Spragues’,  and  for  the  next  13  years  were  the  best  of  neigh¬ 
bors.  As  our  children  grew  old  enough  to  walk,  they  would 
run  down  to  see  them  often.  Whenever  I  couldn’t  find  the 
youngsters,  a  white  flag  flying  from  Grandma  Wyman’s 
door  told  me  they  were  there. 


Everything  about  farming  was  new  to  me,  a  city  girl 
from  Boston.  A  distant  cousin  of  my  mother’s,  Miss  Etta 
Perham,  whose  father,  Loren  Perham,  was  born  in  Athens, 
told  us  about  the  town,  and  it  was  in  that  way  I  came  here. 
The  big  house  with  its  18  rooms  not  counting  attic  and  cel¬ 
lar,  the  barns,  sheds,  sugar  house,  were  the  objects  of  ex¬ 
ploring  expeditions.  I  often  got  lost,  not  knowing  what  room 
I  would  find  upon  opening  one  of  the  doors.  Sugaring  in  the 
spring,  a  new  calf  down  to  the  barn,  baby  chicks,  growing 
things  in  the  garden,  the  children  riding  on  the  hay  load, 
going  after  cows,  learning  to  cook,  can,  etc.  all  fascinated 
me.  Uncle  Silas  was  good  company  during  the  13  years  he 
lived  with  us.  He  sat  in  his  big  chair  in  the  kitchen,  his  great 
size,  white  hair  and  beard,  strong  features  and  quiet  man¬ 
ner  lending  dignity  to  whatever  he  did.  He  read  the  Boston 
Journal  from  beginning  to  end  every  day,  would  ride  the 
small  children  on  his  foot,  told  stories  about  old  times  on  the 
farm.  How  he  and  his  brothers  mowed  hay  by  hand  all  sum¬ 
mer  long  from  dawn  to  dusk.  He  told  of  going  after  the  cows 
up  in  the  pasture  when  there  was  then  only  one  tree  to  a 
thousand  now.  They  had  apples  from  summer  to  summer  all 
year  ’round,  keeping  perfectly  in  the  cellar.  Maple  sugar  was 
the  only  sweetening  used  except  for  a  little  white  sugar  kept 
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for  company.  He  told  of  going  to  school  in  the  south  brick 
school  when  there  were  60  scholars.  At  that  time  the  pop¬ 
ulation  of  Athens  was  around  400. 

A  few  years  after  Uncle  Silas’  death,  my  Aunt,  Lora 
Weis,  a  maiden  lady  of  76,  came  up  from  Dorchester,  Mass, 
in  1931  to  make  her  home  here.  She  lived  in  our  north  apart¬ 
ment  for  19  years,  contented  and  happy  in  her  new  home  in 
the  country  near  dear  ones.  She  was  a  familiar  figure  at 
work  in  the  flower  garden,  or  at  church  on  Sundays.  She 
loved  the  Homestead  and  was  grateful  for  the  loving  shelter 
she  found  under  its  roof. 

Memories  of  our  children  come  to  mind,  school  picnics 
on  Powers’  meadow  brook,  Sunday  School  picnics  and  par¬ 
ties,  fishing  and  horseback  riding.  Martha  gave  riding  les¬ 
sons  with  Dick  her  horse,  to  the  boys  at  Stebbins  Boys’ 
Camp  up  West,  Sarah  taking  turns  some.  As  always  on  a 
farm  there  were  narrow  escapes  from  horses,  cattle,  etc. 
Bobbie’s  deafness  is  thought  to  have  resulted  from  being 
tossed  by  a  cow  when  two  and  one  half  years  old.  As  the 
years  passed,  weddings  took  place,  new  homes  established. 
The  grandchildren  often  visit  us  and  love  the  Homestead 
Farm  dearly,  allowing  us  to  forget  that  we  are  now  the  ‘old 
folks’.

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SAMUEL  BOUTIN 

Jan.  8,  1930,  Cape  Girardeau,  Mo. 

Samuel  Boutin,  77,  died  suddenly  at  his  home  443  Fred¬ 
erick  St.,  Cape  Girardeau  on  Jan.  8,  1930  after  a  brief  ill¬ 
ness.  He  was  a  contractor  for  more  than  20  years  in  Cape 
Girardeau  and  former  council  member.  Mrs.  Boutin  and  a 
son,  Dr.  Ralph  G.  Boutin,  the  latter’s  wife  and  children  were 
with  him  when  the  end  came.  He  had  finished  a  game  of 
checkers  with  his  grandson,  Clifford  Boutin,  and  had  retired 
soon  after.  Up  to  the  week  previous,  he  had  been  actively 
engaged  in  superintending  construction  of  the  new  $125,000 
terminal  building  for  the  Southeast  Missouri  Tel.  Co.  of 
which  his  son  Charles  W.  is  general  manager.  Prominently 
identified  with  building  construction  in  Cape  Girardeau, 
Boutin  had  been  building  inspector  for  the  city  until  a  short 
time  ago.  He  had  superintended  the  erection  of  some  of  the 
city’s  best  buildings,  among  them  the  First  Baptist  Church 
and  the  new  Presb37terian  Sunday  School. 

Born  in  Windham,  Vt.  on  July  19,  1852,  he  was  the  son 
of  Joachim  Boutin  of  Canadian  birth,  his  grandfather  hav¬ 
ing  come  from  France  the  latter  part  of  the  18th  century. 
Boutin’s  mother  was  Miss  Martha  Pepper  Warner  of  Spen¬ 
cer,  Massachusetts.  He  was  the  seventh  of  ten  children.  A 
sister,  Mrs.  Julia  French  Vance,  of  St.  Cloud,  Fla.  is  the  only 
surviving  member. 

He  received  his  early  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Vermont,  moving  at  the  age  of  20  to  Hampton,  Iowa  where 
he  became  associated  in  the  contracting  and  building  busi¬ 
ness  with  his  brother,  C.  W.  Boutin  until  1887.  At  that  time 
he  moved  to  Centerville,  la.  where  he  superintended  bridge 
building  for  the  Keokuk  and  Western  Railroad  Co.  for  the 
next  14  years.  He  then  went  to  Gary,  Okla.  where  he  became 
general  roadmaster  for  the  Choctaw  and  Northern  Railroad 
Co.  after  which  he  accepted  a  position  as  Supt.  of  bridges 
on  the  St.  Louis  and  Gulf  Road,  living  at  Cape  Girardeau. 

During  the  following  years  he  held  positions  as  road- 
master,  contractor  and  general  foreman  in  the  railroading 
business. 

One  of  his  hobbies  was  the  development  of  parks  and 
he  did  much  in  that  line  for  Cape  Girardeau. 
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He  was  a  member  of  St.  Marks  Lodge  of  Free  and  Ac¬ 
cepted  Masons,  Royal  Arch  Masons  and  St.  Johns  Com- 
mandery  of  Knights  Templar,  also  was  connected  with  the 
Za-Ga-Zig  Temple,  and  Ancient  Arabic  Orders  of  Nobles  of 
the  Mystic  Shrine. 

Dean  R.  S.  Douglas  of  the  Teachers  College  here,  writes 
of  his  character;  “Mr.  Boutin  is  a  man  of  fine  mentality  and 
broad  human  sympathy.  He  takes  great  pleasure  in  the  so¬ 
ciety  of  his  family  and  friends.  Always  courteous,  kindly 
and  affable,  he  is  held  in  highest  esteem  by  all.  His  life  has 
been  exemplary,  and  he  has  ever  supported  those  interests 
calculated  to  uplift  and  benefit  humanity”. 

In  recent  years  Mr.  &  Mrs.  Boutin  have  taken  a  great 
interest  in  touring,  motoring  last  year  to  his  native  state  of 
Vermont.  They  also  made  several  trips  to  Florida. 

Boutin  married  Miss  Julia  Crawford  at  Hampton,  la.  in 
1874.  They  recently  celebrated  their  55th  wedding  anniver¬ 
sary.  Mrs.  Boutin  survives  him  together  with  four  children, 
fifteen  grandchildren  and  four  greatgrandchildren.  His  sons 
are  Charles  W.  Boutin,  general  manager  of  the  So.  East  Mo. 
Tel.  Co.,  Cape  Girardeau;  and  Dr.  Ralph  G.  Boutin,  a  dentist 
here.  The  daughters  are  Mrs.  Claude  R.  Porter  of  Washing¬ 
ton,  D.  C.  wife  of  a  member  of  the  Interstate  Commerce 
Com. ;  Mrs.  A.  S.  Duckworth  of  Cape  Girardeau,  wife  of  the 
curator  of  the  Teachers  College  Museum,  Cape  Girardeau. 

OTHNIEL  Ro  EDWARDS 

The  subject  of  this  sketch,  Rev.  O.  R.  Edwards  was  born 
in  Colrain,  Mass.  June  6,  1828.  August  18,  1893  after  a  lin¬ 
gering  illness  of  several  months,  our  brother  passed  quietly 
away  from  earth  to  his  eternal  home. 

When  nine  years  of  age  he  went  to  Athens,  Vt.  to  live 
with  a  sister.  He  experienced  religion  when  fourteen  years 
of  age,  and  was  ever  after  an  active  worker  in  the  church. 
He  attended  Springfield,  Vermont  Seminary  and  studied  for 
the  ministry.  He  was  granted  a  local  preacher’s  license  in 
1846,  which  he  held  till  he  joined  Conference  in  1857.  He 
was  stationed  two  years  at  Norwich,  one  year  at  Hartland, 
two  at  Bondville,  two  at  Athens,  and  one  at  Guilford.  Owing 
to  ill  health  he  located  in  1863  and  made  Athens  his  home. 
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Not  long  after  Conference  of  the  same  year,  the  pastor  of 
the  church  in  Bellows  Falls  died,  and  Brother  Edwards, 
though  living  in  Athens,  supplied  the  work  for  the  balance 
of  the  year  at  Bellows  Falls.  During  the  next  twenty-eight 
years  he  preached  about  fourteen  years  at  Athens  —  all  the 
law  of  itinerancy  would  allow.  In  1883  he  preached  at  Green 
River,  Halifax,  and  Reed  Hollow  during  the  summer  months 
driving  each  week  thirty  miles  to  and  from  his  appointment. 

Brother  Edwards  was  prominent  in  town  affairs  in 
Athens,  having  held  nearly  every  office  in  the  gift  of  the 
people.  He  represented  the  town  in  the  Legislature  of  1878 
and  in  all  his  relations  to  his  fellow  townsmen  he  won  and 
held  their  esteem.  As  a  preacher  he  was  interesting  and  in¬ 
structive,  quiet  in  manner,  but  earnest  in  thought,  giving 
his  hearers  a  feeling  that  they  were  listening  to  one  who 
thoroughly  believed  the  message  he  brought.  He  was  sympa¬ 
thetic  in  nature  and  thoughtful  for  the  interest  of  others, 
winning  many  friends  and  retaining  all  he  won.  He  was 
much  sought  after  for  weddings  and  funeral  occasions;  for 
whether  the  occasion  was  one  of  joy  or  sorrow  the  thought 
turned  naturally  to  Brother  Edwards.  His  sympathetic 
nature  brought  him  into  close  touch  with  the  hearts  of  the 
people. 

On  December  13,  1852  he  was  married  to  Anna  Maria 
Powers  of  Athens.  Their  son  and  five  daughters  all  survive 
him.  A  good  man  and  true  has  fallen.  The  world  and  the 
church  are  richer  for  his  having  lived  in  it.  “A  good  man 
has  gone”,  was  heard  on  all  sides  when  we  laid  him  beneath 
the  flowers  on  that  day  he  loved  the  best  —  the  Sabbath 
day,  his  first  Sabbath  in  the  land  of  eternal  Sabbaths.

Much  sympathy  is 
expressed  for  the  family  who  are  doubly  afflicted.

ATHENS 

A  double  funeral  for  Mother  and  Daughter,  Jan.  29,  1913. 

On  Jan.  29,  a  double  funeral  service  was  held  at  the 
residence  of  W.  A.  Wyman  in  Athens.  The  dead  were  Mrs. 
Maria  (Powers)  Edwards  and  Mrs.  Sarah  Edwards  Wyman, 
a  mother  and  daughter.  Mrs.  Edwards  died  at  the  home  of 
her  youngest  daughter,  Edith,  in  Grafton,  Jan.  26.  She  was 
the  widow  of  Rev.  O.  R.  Edwards,  who  for  many  years  was 
a  resident  of  Athens,  being  pastor  of  the  Methodist  Church. 
She  was  born  in  Windham,  April  18,  1827,  but  with  the  ex¬ 
ception  of  a  few  years  had  always  lived  in  Athens.  Five  chil¬ 
dren,  one  brother,  one  sister,  21  grandchildren  and  22  great- 
grandchildren  are  left.  Mrs.  Edwards  was  a  devoted  wife 
and  mother,  and  for  many  years  was  a  faithful  member  of 
the  Methodist  Church  and  was  always  interested  in  the 
cause  of  Christianity,  doing  what  she  could  to  upbuild  the 
church  and  community  with  which  she  mingled. 

Mrs.  Sarah  (Edwards)  Wyman,  wife  of  Winfield  A.  Wy¬ 
man,  died  at  her  home  in  Athens,  Jan.  27.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Rev.  O.  R.  and  Maria  (Powers)  Edwards,  was 
born  in  Winhall  May  13,  1859,  and  was  married  to  Winfield 
A.  Wyman  May  1,  1883.  Their  early  married  life  was  spent 
in  Gageville.  In  April  1889  they  came  to  Athens  where  they 
have  since  resided.  About  two  weeks  before  her  death  she 
came  home  from  the  Rockingham  Hospital  where  she  had 
been  for  an  operation  and  was  well  on  the  road  to  full  re¬ 
covery  when  other  trouble  set  in  from,  which  she  died.  She 
leaves  a  husband,  a  son  and  a  daughter,  four  sisters,  a 
brother  and  an  Aunt  and  Uncle.  Also  nieces  and  nephews, 
who  for  many  years  will  cherish  her  memory.  From  child¬ 
hood  she  had  been  deeply  interested  in  all  things  that  would 
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elevate  the  church  and  community  in  which  she  moved.  Her 
absence  from  the  home,  the  church  and  community  will  be 
long  felt.  A  dutiful  wife,  a  loving  mother,  a  consistent  Chris¬ 
tian,  and  a  faithful  friend  has  gone  to  her  rest. 

Rev.  Henry  P.  Sweet,  the  local  pastor,  officiated  at  the 
service,  basing  his  remarks  on  words  to  be  found  in  Revela¬ 
tions  14th  chapter  and  13th  verse:  “And  I  heard  a  voice 
from  Heaven  saying  unto  me,  write,  “Blessed  are  the  dead 
which  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth :  yea,  saith  the  Spirit, 
that  they  may  rest  from  their  labors;  and  their  works  do 
follow  them”.  Two  appropriate  selections  were  sung  by  F. 
O.  Merrifield  of  Grafton.  Mrs.  Edwards  was  buried  beside 
her  husband  in  the  Valley  Cemetery  in  Athens  and  the 
burial  of  Mrs.  Wyman  is  to  be  in  Oak  Hill  Cemetery  at  Bel¬ 
lows  Falls.

SILAS  D,  POWERS  1832-1927 

Silas  D.  Powers  age  95,  the  last  veteran  of  the  Civil 
War  in  Athens  and  the  oldest  inhabitant  of  this  section,  died 
on  June  10th,  1927  at  the  home  of  his  grandnephew,  Ned  W. 
Wyman,  where  he  had  lived  for  many  years. 

Mr.  Powers  was  born  in  Windham,  Vt.  on  April  4, 1832, 
the  son  of  Abner  and  Anna  Osgood  Powers.  At  the  age  of 
six  his  parents  returned  to  Athens  where  they  settled  on  the 
farm  occupied  by  his  grandfather.  Near  the  site  of  the  old 
house,  his  father  built  the  present  house  in  1849  since  known 
as  the  Homestead  and  much  of  the  work  on  it  was  done  by 
young  Silas  when  only  seventeen.  He  left  home  when  21  to 
follow  his  trade  as  carpenter.  Later  he  became  a  bridge 
builder,  taking  the  plans  from  the  architect  and  directing 
the  work  of  building. 

The  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War  found  him  in  California 
where  he  had  settled  expecting  to  make  it  his  home;  but 
though  employed  in  a  successful  business  and  urged  to  ac¬ 
cept  a  seat  in  the  state  legislature  of  California  he  placed 
duty  first,  enlisting  immediately  in  the  U.S.  Artillery.  He 
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served  throughout  the  war  faithfully  and  honorably.  He 
took  an  active  part  in  25  battles  and  skirmishes.  His  height, 
six  feet  three  inches,  made  him  an  excellent  target,  but  his 
life  seemed  charmed  for  he  escaped  injury  of  any  kind. 

After  the  war  he  returned  to  Vermont  for  a  rest,  and  it 
was  while  there  he  met  and  married  Miss  Elmira  Shattuck 
of  Athens.  They  settled  on  a  farm  in  South  Newfane,  Vt. 
where  they  reared  four  children.  In  a  few  years  his  young 
wife  died  and  the  home  was  broken  up.  Mr.  Powers  placed 
his  children  with  relatives  and  went  to  Florida,  taking  up 
one  of  the  homestead  claims  given  by  the  government  at 
that  time  to  veterans  of  the  war.  Later  his  children  joined 
him  and  he  remained  there  25  years. 

Feeling  his  active  life  coming  to  a  close,  his  thoughts 
turned  to  Vermont,  the  home  of  his  boyhood,  and  the  scene 
of  his  short  but  happy  married  life.  So  he  came  back  to  Ath¬ 
ens  and  spent  the  rest  of  his  days  there,  amounting  to  25 
years  in  retirement.  Most  of  this  period  he  lived  in  the  Old 
Homestead,  the  house  he  had  helped  to  build  so  many  years 
before;  first  with  his  niece  and  family,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  W.  A. 
Wyman  and  then  with  his  grandnephew,  N.  W.  Wyman  and 

familv.

A  word  of  appreciation  of  Mr.  Powers’  character  should 
be  said.  All  who  knew  him  felt  the  strength  and  soundness 
of  it. 

The  funeral  was  held  Sunday  afternoon,  June  12th  at 
two  o’clock  at  the  home.  Rev.  George  C.  Wescott  of  the  Bel¬ 
lows  Falls  M.  E.  Church  officiating.  There  were  many  beauti¬ 
ful  floral  tributes.  Interment  was  in  the  Valley  Cemetery  be¬ 
side  his  wife  who  had  been  laid  there  over  50  years  before. 

Mr.  Powers  leaves  a  daughter,  Elmira  Faulk  of  Grand 
Bay,  Alabama,  a  son  Loren  of  Summerdale,  Fla.  and  several 
grandchildren.

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JAMES  L.  POWERS  1852-1911 


James  Loren  Powers  was  born  in  Athens,  Vt.  Feb.  19, 
1852,  the  son  of  Loren  O.  and  Jane  Oakes  Powers.  He  died 
Dec.  2,  1911.  In  early  life  he  attended  schools  in  Athens, 
Grafton  and  Chester,  Vt.  Later  he  studied  law  in  the  office 
of  a  prominent  lawyer  in  Boston.  He  commenced  the  prac¬ 
tice  of  law  on  Milk  St.,  Boston,  then  on  Court  St.  and  Scollay 
Square  and  became  a  prominent  and  successful  lawyer.  He 
and  his  wife  lived  many  years  in  Malden,  a  Boston  suburb, 
where  their  children,  Blanche  and  Dwight  grew  up. 

Mr.  Powers  was  a  member  of  many  clubs,  among  them 
the  Odd  Fellows,  the  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  and  the 
American  Canoe  Assn.,  competing  in  races  on  Lake  Cham¬ 
plain.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  National  Geographic 
Soc.,  the  National  Lancers,  and  the  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution.  He  was  admitted  to  the  last  named  society  as  a 
descendant  of  Josiah  Powers,  and  Elijah  Farrington.  He 
had  other  ancestors  in  the  Revolution,  namely,  Abraham 
Farrington  in  the  R.  I.  Expedition;  Nathaniel  Oak  at  Bun¬ 
ker  Hill,  Seth  Warner  at  Lexington,  later  a  guard  at  Winter 
Hill  following  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill ;  and  Asahel  Osgood, 
sergeant,  from  Lancaster,  Mass.  Sgt.  Osgood  was  grand¬ 
father  of  Anna  Osgood  Powers,  wife  of  Abner  D.  Powers. 

James  was  proud  of  his  Vermont  heritage,  a  man  of  few 
words,  droll  at  times,  a  staunch  friend.  He  owned  a  cabin 
on  Lake  Winnepesaukee  to  which  he  went  for  recreation  and 
rest  from  his  court  duties.  His  father,  Loren  O.  Powers, 
spent  his  last  years  at  his  home.  It  is  said  the  old  gentle¬ 
man,  who  had  been  a  preacher  all  his  life,  would  set  out  Sun¬ 
day  mornings  to  church;  after  dinner,  to  Sunday  school, 
then  evening  service  and  after  that  to  the  Salvation  Army 
until  10:00  P.M.

GUY  W.  POWERS  1886-1949 

The  teachers  of  Brattleboro  pay  tribute  to  Guy  W. 
Powers,  for  eight  years  the  superintendent  of  schools  in  our 
town.  His  recent  death  has  brought  a  deep  sense  of  loss  to 
hundreds  of  friends  in  education. 
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His  kindliness,  his  sympathy,  his  deep  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  every  child  were  qualities  that  endeared  him  to 
his  teachers.  Each  is  aware  of  the  help  she  received  from 
his  guidance,  his  cooperation  and  his  interest. 

Because  of  his  wisdom,  his  unflagging  zeal  and  his  un¬ 
derstanding  of  the  problems  in  our  schools,  many  changes 
came  to  pass  —  some  on  his  initiative  and  others  with  his 
full  cooperation.  Under  his  administration  a  definite  pro¬ 
gram  for  training  of  children  for  everyday  living  was  intro¬ 
duced.  The  values  stressed  at  the  Whitney  House  will  have 
a  lasting  effect  in  moulding  the  lives  of  the  future  citizens  of 
Brattleboro.  Much  progress  was  made  in  health  and  physical 
education,  in  visual  aids,  guidance  Kindergartens,  remedial 
reading,  penmanship  and  music.  Through  the  efforts  of  Mr. 
Powers  all  elementary  rooms  were  equipped  with  supple¬ 
mentary  teaching  materials  such  as  professional  books, 
texts  and  periodicals.  Through  attendance  and  participation 
in  educational  meetings  these  matters  have  become  live  and 
vital  interests  to  the  teachers  of  Brattleboro. 

The  influence  of  his  Christian  leadership  will  continue 
to  live  and  grow  in  the  hearts  of  the  teachers  who  worked 
with  him,  as  well  as  in  the  hearts  of  the  children  to  whom 
he  devoted  so  many  years  of  his  life.  Vermont  mourns  the 
loss  of  a  Faithful  Son.

THOMAS  WYMAN  1791-1879 

THOMAS5  (Uzziah4,  Thomas3,  Jasper2,  Sgt.  John1)  b. 
Feb.  17, 1791;  enlisted  during  the  war  of  1812  at  Walpole,  N. 
H.  taking  the  place  of  a  drafted  man  who  had  a  large  family. 
His  company  marched  from  Walpole  to  Portsmouth  while 
he  was  in  the  service.  He  was  pensioned  in  1871.  He  moved 
early  to  a  farm  near  Cambridgeport  which  he  cleared,  and 
where  he  resided  many  years ;  he  was  one  of  the  most  ard¬ 
ent  advocates  of  the  cause  of  temperance  of  any  in  this  sec¬ 
tion  of  New  England,  and  his  influence  in  this  direction  was 
greatly  felt.  A  barn  built  by  him  was  one  of  the  first  in  this 
vicinity  raised  without  the  usual  distribution  of  rum,  a  sup- 
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posed  necessity  upon  all  such  occasions.  Plenty  of  good  food 
had  been  provided  and  the  neighbors  had  gathered  from 
miles  around,  but  when  the  time  came  they  refused  to  lift 
the  frame  without  the  rum.  The  owner  of  the  property 
would  not  sacrifice  his  principles,  and  the  raising  was  post¬ 
poned  to  another  day  after  much  talk  uncomplimentary  to 
the  host.  A  few  days  later  more  than  a  sufficient  number  of 
temperance  men,  who  honored  the  integrity  of  Mr.  Wyman, 
were  on  hand  to  assist,  and  the  barn  went  up.  In  a  prominent 
position  on  the  barn  adjoining  the  house  in  which  he  last 
lived,  a  short  distance  from  his  earlier  home,  many  remem¬ 
ber  the  large  and  well  executed  motto,  “Anti  Rum  and  To¬ 
bacco”.  This  sign  was  a  reminder  to  the  passerby  for  many 
years  of  a  strong  and  good  man.  He  married  Huldah,  dau. 
of  Ebenezer  Gilbert  of  Walpole,  N.  H. ;  he  d.  Sept.  17,  1879. 
The  stone  which  marks  his  resting  place  is  inscribed:  “An 
Advocate  of  Temperance  and  a  Friend  of  the  Laboring 
Man”.

ANDREW  A.  WYMAN  1830-1894 

Andrew  A.  Wyman6,  son  of  Thomas  and  Huldah  Gilbert 
Wyman  was  born  March  12,  1830  in  Cambridgeport,  Vt.  He 
married  first  Martha  Eastman  by  whom  he  had  a  daughter, 
Stella,  born  Jan.  13,  1859.  His  second  wife  was  Abbie  A. 
Wellman  an  ardent  member  of  W.C.T.U.  They  lived  many 
years  in  Athens,  where  Mr.  Wyman  became  a  prominent  and 
influential  citizen.  He  was  educated  in  the  common  schools 
and  academies  of  Vermont,  spending  the  time  between 
terms,  in  farming  and  teaching.  He  early  took  an  active  part 
in  public  affairs  serving  as  justice  of  the  peace  most  of  his 
life.  During  the  Civil  War  he  was  a  selectman.  In  1864,  ’65, 
’67,  ’73  and  ’94  he  was  a  representative  in  the  legislature, 
and  in  1874  and  ’75  he  was  State  senator  from  Windham 
county.  In  1878  he  was  elected  assistant  judge  of  the  Wind¬ 
ham  county  court,  which  office  he  held  for  many  years.  He 
died  at  Montpelier,  Nov.  21,  1894  while  again  a  member  of 
the  legislature  from  Athens.

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RUSSELL  H.  WYMAN  1830-1905 


Our  community  was  saddened  by  the  sudden  death  of 
“Uncle”  Russell  Wyman,  which  occurred  Tuesday  evening, 
March  14,  at  the  home  of  his  son,  W.  A.  Wyman  with  whom 
he  had  lived  for  the  past  15  years.  He  had  worked  through 
the  day  and  seemed  in  usual  health  until  about  six  o’clock, 
when  he  was  taken  with  an  attack  of  acute  indigestion  and 
only  lived  two  hours.  Mr.  Wyman  was  born  in  Rockingham 
April  20,  1830,  and  was  a  son  of  Robert  and  Lydia  Wyman. 
May  21,  1855  he  married  Charlotte  Boutin  of  Windham  who 
died  in  1881. 

He  was  a  soldier  of  the  Civil  War,  serving  in  Company 
D  16th  regiment,  Vermont  volunteers,  and  was  wounded  in 
the  battle  of  Gettysburg.

He  was  a  devoted  Christian,  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
church  and  a  regular  attendant  at  all  church  services. 

He  is  survived  by  one  son,  Winfield  A.  Wyman  of  Ath¬ 
ens  and  three  daughters,  Mrs.  F.  O.  Penniman  of  Northamp¬ 
ton,  Mass.,  Mrs.  H.  J.  Landfear  of  Brookline,  Vt.,  and  Mrs. 
E.  H.  Moultrop  of  Windham,  Vt.,  also  by  one  sister,  Mrs. 
Fanny  Shelley  of  Grafton,  Vt.  The  late  Charles  Wyman  of 
Gageville  was  a  son  of  the  deceased.  The  funeral  was  held 
at  the  house  Thursday  noon,  Rev.  F.  M.  Baker  officiating 
and  the  interment  was  in  Cambridgeport.

Winfield  Alonzo  Wyman  was  born  on  Nov.  12, 1858,  the 
son  of  Russell  H.  and  Charlotte  Boutin  Wyman  of  Cam- 
bridgeport.  His  early  life  was  spent  in  this  vicinity.  When  a 
young  man  he  went  to  Iowa  where  he  remained  a  few  years, 
in  the  employ  of  his  Uncle,  Charles  Boutin.  He  was  twice 
married.  On  May  1,  1883,  soon  after  his  return  from  the 
West,  he  married  Miss  Sarah  M.  Edwards,  daughter  of  Rev. 
Othniel  R.  &  Maria  Powers  Edwards  of  Athens.  They  lived 
for  a  short  time  in  Gageville,  during  which  time  he  worked 
in  Gage’s  basket  shop.  From  there  they  moved  to  Athens, 
living  on  the  O.  R.  Edwards’  place  until  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Wyman  in  1913.  In  March  1915,  he  was  married  to  Lucy  A. 
Barnes.  They  lived  on  the  place  adjoining  the  Edwards’ 
farm  until  her  death  on  June  4, 1928. 

While  health  permitted,  Mr.  Wyman  was  very  active  in 
the  affairs  of  the  town  and  church.  He  held  many  offices, 
twice  representing  the  town  in  the  legislature  and  was  al¬ 
ways  interested  in  making  and  carrying  out  plans  for  the 
good  of  the  community.  He  was  a  member  of  the  church  in 
this  place  for  nearly  half  a  century  and  was  a  faithful  reg¬ 
ular  attendant.  He  was  a  kind  neighbor  and  a  good  citizen 
and  will  be  greatly  missed.

Charles  R.  Wyman,  aged  45  years  and  6  months,  died 
last  Thursday  morning  at  his  home  in  Gageville  after  a  long 
illness. 

Mr.  Wyman  was  born  in  Windham,  the  son  of  Russell 
and  Charlotte  Boutin  Wyman  and  spent  his  boyhood  in  that 
place  and  in  Cambridgeport.  He  was  a  carpenter  and  worked 
successfully  at  his  trade  until  a  year  ago  last  Oct.  when  his 
health  completely  failed.

In  another  genealogy  of  the  Wyman  family  entitled 
ncestral  Heads  of  New  England  Families"  the  author, 
ank  R,  Holmes,  states:  "Wyman  from  the  Dutch  word 
liman;  a  hunter;  one  who  shoots  game",  Mr.  Holmes 
ts  the  earliest  members  of  the  Wyman  family  in 
lerica  as  follows: 

"WYMAN,  FRANCIS,  Tanner,  son  of  Francis 
rman  of  the  parish  of  Westmills,  Hertfordshire, 
gland,  born  1617;  came  to  New  England;  located 
Charlestown,  Mass.  ;  one  of  the  thirty-two  in- 
bitants  of  that  Town  who  established  Woburn  in  1640;

WYMAN,  JOHN,  wheelwright,  married  in  Wob\3 
1685,  This  John  Wyman,  distinguished  as  'Sergea 
John,  and  supposed  to  have  been  a  near  relative, 
perhaps  a  nephew,  of  John  and  Francis  Wyman,  ha 
land  granted  him  in  Woburn,  Feb,  25,  1679*  He  w 
a  wheelwright  by  occupation  and  married  Hannah, 
daughter  of  John  Farrar,  of  Woburn  on  Dec,  14,  16 
It  is  from  Sgt0  John  that  the  Wyman  family  in  this 
book  traces  its  ancestry0  He  will  now  be  referred 
to  as  Sgt,  John1,  2

Asa's  wife,  Jane  Richards,  according  to  her  gre 
grand  daughter,  Blanche  Wyman  Powell,  Main  Sto  , 
Townsend,  Mass,  ,  was  a  red-haired  Indian  woman, 
possessing  a  violent  temper.  It  is  thought  that  she 
was  part  Irish,  due  to  her  red  hair.  Mrs.  Powell  1 
seen  a  picture  of  Jane,  and  says  her  father,  Henry 
Hardy  Wyman,  a  grandson  of  Asa^  and  Jane,  knew 
her.

Francis  Wyman  1  and  John  Wyman  1,  brothers,  and 
Sgt,  John  Wyman5  said  to  have  been  a  near  relative, 
perhaps  nephew  of  Francis  and  John,  were  the 
progenitors  of  most  of  the  Wyman  family  in  America, 

The  descendants  of  Sgt,  John!  who  settled  in 
Vermont  after  the  Revolution,  have  been  briefly  re¬ 
corded  in  this  book.
